insulation) to the attention of 
those charged with enforcing 
compliance with the Federal 
Aviation Regulations Part 150 
program. 

Local residents are, therefore, en- 

couraged to attend and partici- 

pate in the discussion. 

In the long run, says Patter- 
son, input from residents and 
elected officials who attend the 
meeting will be used to develop a 
bipartisan "Plan of Action,” which 
will be submitted to the appropri- 
ate officials for consideration and 
implementation.

Affidavits Attribute EDS Lawsuit to Political Motives 






Councilman Jimmle Raspberry

"Now, looking back, | realize it was 
a terrible mistake. The lawsuit [against 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc.] 
was filed for purely political reasons —to 
temporarily satisfy the anti-well protest- 
ors and assure our own re-election's 
(sic) to the City Council. The issue of 
zoning had nothing to do with it," Romu- 
lus City Councilman Jimmie C. Rasp- 





berry recently stated in aswom affidavit 
which he plans to file with the Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Raspberry said that he has filed the 
affidavitand made its contents public in 
the hope that his actions will encourage 
the settlement of a dispute which has 
led the City of Romulus to spend in 
excess of $600,000 in legal fees, trying 
to prevent Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems (EDS) from operating its already 
constructed injection well just off Wahr- 
man Road in Romulus. 

By making his sworn statement, 
Raspberry joins two former Romulus 
City Councilmen — Noah P. “Pete” 
Bergeron and Ellis Pennington — who 
filed similar affidavits with the Court last 
month. 

"Because this litigation has dragged 
onfor so long and has been so destruc- 
tive to our community, and because it 
has no merit or legal basis, | feel | have 
no choice but to join with Pete and Ellis 


- and expose the truth to the citizens of 


Romulus and to EDS,” explained the 
senior member of the City Council. 

In his affidavit, Raspberry recalled 
how the "terrible mistake" began: "In 


October, 1993, |, along with Romulus 
City Councilpersons William Wads- 
worth, Randolph Gear, Mary Ann Banks, 
Ellis Pennington, Peter Bergeron and 
Russell Lambert, voted to file the law- 
suit against EDS. We met privately, in 
‘executive session,’ without the pres- 
ence of the City Attorney and without 
allowing the public to hear what was 
discussed. We then voted, at the urging 
of Mayor [Beverly] McAnally, to sue 
EDS as a means to ‘buy time’ until after 
the election, which was scheduled to be 
held about two weeks later. . .. After the 
election we intended to settle with EDS 

and allow the well to operate." 
Former Councilman Pennington 
also contends that City officials consid- 
ered the lawsuit a political ploy. "The 
City Council adopted a resolution on 
October 18, 1993 to file a lawsuit in the 
Wayne County Circuit [Court] to try to 
stop the well. Inthe week before thatthe 
Mayor [Beverly McAnally], Jimmy (sic) 
Raspberry, another Council Member 
and | worked out apolitical strategy. The 
Mayor was interested in helping Jimmy

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Little-known Fish — And Laws — 
Have Big Impact

Sometimes alittle fish in a big pond 
can Create a big problem — especially if 
it's a sea lamprey. People who enjoy 
fishing along Michigan's shores may 
have heard horror stories about these 
Parasitic, eel-like fish. Sea lampreys, 
which originally come from the Atlantic 
ocean, survive by sinking their teeth 
into other fish and sucking out their 
body fluids. | 

Recently, there was a comedy 
sketch on Saturday Night Live about a 
family who plays host to some "poor" 
lampreys by letting them attach them- 
selves to the family's arms, legs, and 
ears. Butin Michigan, sealampreys are 
no joke. In its lifetime, one sea lamprey 
can kill more than 40 pounds of fish. 
Lampreys are so destructive that often 
only one out of seven fish will survive an 
attack. During the 1940s and ‘50s, 
lampreys decimated the Great Lakes 
fisheries. | 

The Great Lakes fisheries are a 
major source of jobs and income for the 
entire region. Currently, fisheries in the 
area generate an estimated $4 billion in 
business annually. Over 2.5 million 
Americans fish in the Great Lakes 
recreationally every year, stimulating 
over $3 billion in local business and 
supporting roughly 54,000 full-time jobs. 
This is not counting the commercial 
fisheries, which generate approximately 
$300 million for the United States and 
Canada, and employ thousands. 

Ever since sea lampreys began 
flourishing in the Great Lakes system in 
the 1930s (they arrived by way of the 
Erie and Welland canals, which carried 
them inland from the Atlantic Ocean), 
they have been killing off the indig- 
enous fish populations of lake trout, 
white fish, and other species crucial to 
the local economy. 

The problem became so bad that, 
four decades ago, the Federal govern- 
ment established the Great Lakes Fish- 
ery Commission, which, in turn, insti- 
tuted the SeaLamprey Eradication Pro- 
gram. This program has been a stun- 
ning success. Since it began, the sea 
lamprey population in most areas of the 
Great Lakes has been reduced by 90%. 
Lake trout, once king of the fisheries but 
decimated by the sea lampreys, are 
again self-sustaining in most areas of 
Lake Superior and are making a come- 
back in the other lakes. There has also 
been a resurgence of salmon, which, 
like the lake trout, are top predators, 
consuming the smaller and less valu- 


able species of fish in the lakes, popu- 
lating it instead with bigger species. 

As a result of lamprey control, fish- 
eries in the Great Lakes regions are 
again thriving. Management agencies 
inthe Great Lakes states can stock fish 
and implement other lake-restoration 
programs with confidence. The popu- 
larity of sport-fishing — and tourism in 
the Great Lakes area—has skyrocketed 
in the past three decades. 

Yet it is not possible to completely 
eradicate sea lampreys from the Great 
Lakes. The control programhas become 
anintegral and necessary panrtof states' 
fisheries management programs. Even 
short-term interruptions in lamprey con- 
trol are believed to be devastating. 

Moreover, the Great Lakes Fishery 
Commission is also useful in that it 
actually streamlines our government by 
coordinating the management of the 
fisheries between two countries, eight 
States, and several sovereign tribal au- 
thorities. Without it, a number of differ- 
ent agencies would most likely be 
charged with this task, andthe manage- 
ment would be far less efficient. 

Recently, however, an amendment 
was proposed in Congress that would 
have effectually abolished the SeaLam- 
prey Eradication Program through a 
series of budgetary and bureaucratic 
maneuvers. In an attempt to shore up 
money for other projects, the amend- 
ment proposed moving a portion of the 
Great Lakes Fishery Commission's bud- 
get from under the umbrella of State 
Department to that of the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Administration, 
where it would become subjeét to at- 
tacks as a "line item” and eliminated. 

|am pleased to report that a strong, 
bipartisan effort was launched to defeat 
this amendment. Both Republicans and 
Democrats from the Great Lakes joined 
togetherto protect the Fishery Commis- 
sion and the Sea Lamprey Eradication 
Program, and we prevailed upon the 
sponsor to withdraw the amendment. 

This is an example of government 
at its best. When members of congress 
work together in a nonpartisan way, we 
can create or preserve important, com- 
mon-sense legislation that benefits ev- 
eryone. Inthis way, one little fish in a big 
pond can make a world of difference as 
well — for the better.

Records of Water Wells 


Requested by EDS 
Dear Editor: 

Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), recently published various 
notices in the newspapers requesting 
records of water wells near our projects 
because Mr. R.P. Lilly and Romulus City 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak have 
gone on record indicating that many 
such wells exist. In addition, we have 
made written requests to Mr. Lilly and 
Councilwoman Romak forthese records 
which they said they were aware of. 

No such well records have been 
received by EDS in response to these 
requests. 

This result is consistent with a wa- 


: ter-bill search conducted by the City of 


Romulus, and with a letter from the City 
indicating that they had no records of 
any such wells. The County was able to 
produce records of a few wells that we 
previously reported to the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
the Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality. 


We again ask that Mr. Lilly and 
Councilwoman Romak provide the 
records which they said exist, in the 
interest of public health, and to avoid 
the appearance of misrepresenting the 
facts. 

Inclosing, we thank those Romulus 
residents who have raised concerns 
recently regarding EDS ' Citrin Drive facil- 
ity for their willingness to review our 
design plans and listen to how these 
design plans will protect the environ- 
ment and human safety.

Survey Results 

More than 300 families responded 
to the Romulus Community Schools' 
year-end survey concerning the educa- 
tional atmosphere of our school district. 
Questions written by staff and commu- 
nity members asked parents to rate the 
leaming environment, communications, 
curriculum, and school rules for the 
building where their child attends. A 
self-addressed, stamped envelope was 
provided with each survey mailed to 
parents. 

Survey chairman Mike Teasdale 
was pleased with the survey response 
andihe survey results. "We had areturn 
factor twice the normal rate and, over 
all, the results show a positive and sat- 
isfying parent attitude," said Teasdale, 
who went on to indicate that many par- 
ents took time to write comments which 
are now being analyzed, with recom- 
mendations to be shared with the Ro- 
mulus Board of Education. 

The survey asked parents to re- 
spond to 27 specific questions about 
the school that theirchild attends. Ques- 
tions about staff respecting students 
and opportunities for parent involve- 
ment were posed, as were others re- 
garding what and how students are 
taught. Arating scale of one (low) to five 
(high) was used. Sixteen of the ques- 
tions were rated above 3.5. Homework 
proved to be the greatest concern for 
parents, while the school calendar re- 
ceived the highest rating. 

All data has been shared with the 
building principals. Corrective measures 
are being discussed using the survey 
results and parents' comments. 

The school district would like to 
express its appreciation forthe time that 
parents spent completing the question- 
naires with such thoughtful answers.

Independent from Taylor 
Seeks State House Seat

Citing her concern with the direc- 
tion that our society and our govern- 
ment are taking, and her conviction that 
our government is not providing an- 
swers to our problems, Taylor resident 
Susan Cislo has announced her intent 
to run as an independent candidate for 
State Representative of Michigan's 22nd 
District. The district, which is comprised 
of the cities of Taylor and Romulus, is 
currently represented by Democrat Greg 
Pitoniak, also of Taylor. 

"Rather than just complain, l-have 
decided to become a part of the solu- 
tion," said Cislo. "I do believe that one 
person can make a difference. | also 
believe that the two-party system, as it 
now operates, is not getting the job 
done. What is needed is new people, 
with fresh ideas, who are not beholden 
to either special interests or party-line 
politics." 

Cislo feels that her lack of affiliation 
with either of the two major political 
parties is a benefit, not a detriment. 

"Itis often the case that members of 
one political party have a difficult time 
getting support for an otherwise good 
piece of legislation because members 
of the rival party don't want to give them 
any credit," Cislo explained. "| would be 
able to propose common-sense legisla- 
tion that both parties could support with- 
out giving credit to their opponents. 

"In addition,” she continued, "| would 
not be subject to expectations of party 
loyalty or fear of party discipline, and 
would be free to consider all legislation 
only on its merits. My vote would count 
just as much as any Democrat's or 
Republican's." 

Among those issues of most con- 
cern to the self-employed marketing 
distributor/nomemaker/mother of three 
are: 

Schools 

"We need to get back to basics, 
especially in the teaching of reading," 
said Cislo, whose current involvement 
within her community's education sys- 
tem includes volunteer work at the ele- 
mentary school and membership in the 
Parent-Teacher Organization. "Phon- 
ics must be fully implemented, and not 
just given lip service. The ability to read 
well is the key to lifelong learning." 

Another area of education which 
concerns Cislo is that of "sex educa- 
tion": "It seems to me that 'sex educa- 
tion' has now become ‘sexuality educa- 
tion,’ with parents given the right to ‘opt 
out' of their children's attendance. It 
should be the reverse. Student partici- 
pation should only be on the basis of 
specific parental approval, or'opting in.’ 
This is particularly true since most pro- 
grams now treat homosexuality as an

acceptable ‘alternative’ life-style. This 
is Offensive to many parents’ religious 
beliefs. | believe that whatever consent- 
ing adults do in private is none of my 
business. If that is true, then what think 
about it is none of their business." 

Finally, onthe subjects of "outcome- 
based education" (OBE) and charter 
schools, Cislo stated, "OBE is basically 
about changing students’ attitudes, 
moving them away from the values 
taught by parents and toward an accep- 
tance of world government, in place of 
American sovereignty, and a reduced 
standard of living. OBE must be abol- 
ished, and be replaced with true aca- 
demic subjects to prepare our children 
to 'be all they can be.’ 

"Charter schools are not the an- 
swer to introducing true competition in 
the education field, aslong as they have 
to conform to the OBE objectives of the 
‘bipartisan’ State mandates. Neither are 
school vouchers the answer. Ifthe State 
furnishes the money, it will necessarily 
control the curricula. Instead, | would 
propose tax credits for tuition paid by 
parents who send their children to pri- 
vate schools, whether or not they are 
affiliated with churches. This would elimi- 
nate the double burden that those par- 
ents are carrying in paying for both the 
public (government) schools and their 
children's private tuition." 

Taxes 

"| oppose any new taxes or in- 
creases in the existing taxes," stated 
Cislo. "There is plenty of money in the 
State treasury to fund all worthwhile 
programs if the Legislature, and the 
Governor, would get their priorities 
straight. Of course, this would involve 
cutting out all "pork-barrel" projects and 
corporate welfare (e.g., the Governor's 
‘strategic fund’).

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EDS LAWSUIT WAS "POLITICALLY MOTIVATED,” ACCORDING TO AFFIDAVITS

November City Election in the face of 
mounting political pressure concerning 
the well. She was also trying to figure 
out a way to defeat [then-candidate for 
City Council] Mary Collins. ltwas agreed 
that a resolution would be presented to 
the City Council to look into the feasibil- 
ity of filing a lawsuit. By the time we 
received anything back from the City 
Attorney, the election would be over 
and the matter could then be forgotten. 
This strategy was purely for political 
purposes," Pennington stated in his 
affidavit. 

Although, afterthe lawsuit was filed, 
McAnally strongly denied having ever 
supported the well project, former Coun- 
cilman Bergeron's recollections differ 
sharply. "On December 10, 1990, the 
City Council considered EDS' proposal 
to drill a deep injection well someplace 
in the City," Bergeron maintained in his 
sworn statement. "During the Council 
meeting, the Mayor was asked for her 
opinion. The Mayor was in favor of the 
project stating that the Council had just 
approved two gas stations which would 
be more dangerous, inheropinion, than 
the proposed hazardous waste well. 
She indicated that the City had an obli- 
gation to try to keep the City clean from 
toxic waste and that the well project 
appeared to be a safe way of handling 
hazardous waste. The City Councilthen 
adopted a resolution acknowledging 
EDS' presence in the City, as an ex- 
pression that the City accepted the idea 
of the well being located within the City." 

Pennington, too, recalled that Mc- 
Anally had voiced support for the EDS 
well: "During the City Council meeting 
[of December 10, 1990], [then] Council 
Member Fred Junior Block asked the 
Mayor what she thought about the well 
project. She said it was funny that she 
was asked since she did not have a 
vote. She then went on to indicate that 
the Council had just approved two gas 
stations and that the waste involved 
with the well wouldn't be nearly as bad 
as gasoline. She also emphasized that 
the City would be receiving a royalty of 
9% and she was always looking at ways 
to raise money for the City." 

Commenting on a later "rescinding 
resolution" which has since become the 
subject of much controversy, especially 
regarding its underlying intent, Bergeron 
stated, "In August, 1991, the City Coun- 
cil passed a resolution to rescind the 
resolution adopted on December 10, 
1990 which had the purpose of welcom- 
ing EDS to the City of Romulus. Con- 
cerning that, Mayor McAnally talked to 
me and others on the City Council and 
said that Bob Ryan had asked her for a 
rescinding resolution, as a personal fa- 
vor, in order to give Bob Ryan leverage 
in his negotiations with Doug Wicklund, 
the President of EDS. It was under- 
Stood by all who were involved that the 


rescinding motion was a political favor, 
not intended to reject or stop develop- 
ment of the well in the City of Romulus." 

As to whether or not the City had 
ever, prior to the filing of the lawsuit, 
been concerned that the project might 
be located on inappropriately zoned 
property, Pennington stated, "I did not 
personally give any consideration tothe 
zoning question. |, along with the City 
Council, had been told by the City Attor- 
ney, Barry Seifman, on-a number of 
occasions that due to preemption by 
federal and state law local ordinances 
were not enforceable." 

Said Bergeron, "Concerning EDS' 
project, [then-Community Development 
Director] Dennis Oakes determined for 
the City that the zoning was correct and 
the City Attorney, Barry Seifman, deter- 
mined that there was preemption of 
local ordinances. 

"In early Summer of 1993, | heard 
from John Ryznar [Bergeron's father- 
in-law, who owned the property which 
EDS leased for its project] that EDS 
was preparing to drill the well. There 
was a dinner for City Council and City 
Officials put on by EDS in July of 1993. 
| did not attend the dinner . . . but was 
aware of the fact that the Mayor and a 
number of Council Members did attend 
the dinner and were on the property 
during the drilling process. No one from 
the City Council or the City staff indi- 
cated any concern during this period of 
time on the zoning issue." 

Bergeron continued, "From my 
knowledge of being involved as a City 
Council Member, the Mayor and the 
City Council were very aware of the well 
from the Fall of 1990 and... there was 
plenty of notice prior to drilling the well 
in July and August of 1993... l am not 
aware of anyone on behalf of the City 
making any objection or trying to stop 
the well project. If anyone had a ques- 
tion and wanted to take action, it should 
have been brought up to the City Coun- 
cil prior to [the] drilling of the well.” 

Bergeron also defended himself 
against allegations that he had a con- 
flict of interest because of his father-in- 
law's business relationship with EDS: 
"EDS has an option to purchase the 
Ryznar property. John Ryznar is my 
father-in-law. This was known from the 
beginning of this project in the Fall of 
1990. At various times, questions were 
raised about a conflict of interest. Atone 
point, City Attorney Barry Seifmangave 
the opinion at a City Council meeting 
that there was no conflict of interest. | 
am related to John Ryznar only by mar- 
riage and | have no direct financial 
interest in the property. Further, | am 
advised that the agreement is to sell the 
property for $20,000 per acre for the 20 
acres. There is no question in my mind 
that the land, zoned M-1, has that value 
or much greater if the property were 
again placed on the market for sale." 


Finally, Councilman Raspberry cited 
several events which, he believes, sup- 
port his assertion that the City never 
mentioned a possible zoning problem 
until after the well was completed — 
including the fact that the City issued 
three different permits for construction- 
related work at the site, as well as an 
assertion that Romulus asked EDS to 
buy new land in order to bring its trucks 
in by a different route (a request which 
EDS honored, at a reported cost of 
about $100,000). 

In the conclusion of his affidavit, 
Raspberry stated, "Forthree years now, 
| have watched our City's lawyers get 
rich off hard earned tax dollars of our 
citizens by lying about EDS. Enough is 
enough. | believe its (sic) time that the 
Court and the citizens of Romulus 
leamed the truth about these lawsuits 
and what caused them to be filed in the 
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first place. | am in-favor of a negotiated 
settlement of these lawsuits and | re- 
spectfully urge that the Court use its 
power to help achieve this by allowing 
discovery of the truth [by ruling in favor 
of EDS' current request to depose vari- 
ous former and current City officials 
who had contact with EDS regarding its 
project over the past six years] and 
reporting it to the citizens of Romulus. | 
believe that the voters of Romulus, once 
they know the truth about the actions of 
their elected officials, will act appropri- 
ately and decisively." 

When contacted for her response 
to the statements made by Bergeron, 
Pennington, and Raspberry, former 
Mayor McAnally declined to comment, 
saying that, since there is litigation cur- 
rently pending, it would be inappropri- 
ate for her to discuss these matters until 
she does so in court. O

Store atthe age of 14. The thing he liked 
most out of all of his jobs were meeting 
people. If he could have any job, he 
would be an office worker. He eventu- 
ally retired at 72 when he was an office 
worker. 

He wanted to be a singer when he 
was a kid. He liked to play the piano 
also. The only goal in his life that he did 
not accomplish was to father a child. 

We learned that when Alexander 
was a Child things were not as easy as 
they are today. He said that when he 
was in school if you misbehaved, you 
would be hit on the hand with a ruler. A 
lot of kids dropped out of school to go to 
work. We learned that things were not 
the same back then. 

By taking this trip to Romulus Tower 
we learned that not all elders are as 
mean as we thought.

He Searched Through Three Different 
Countries Just To Find Love

In the beginning, love seemed like 
it was just about a dead end for Alex 
Carr. He had to search through three 
different countries just to find it. In our 
story, we describe how he found love, 
and explain how he ends up traveling to 
America, Canada, and England. 

Alex Carrwas bornin Essex County, 
Narwich Englandon December§8, 1900. 
He had two sisters and five brothers. 
Alex started school when he was three 
and went to school until he was 14. 
While he was in school, he was disci- 
plined by being smacked with a ruler. 
When his mother died, he was left with 
his father and seven siblings. His mother 
died when he was nine years old. His 
father lived to be 88 years old. Alex Carr 
was a young dancer with a dancing 
partner named Ms. Smith, who enjoyed 
dancing with him very much. In 1918, 
he came to Port Arthur in Ontario, 
Canada to be with a woman whom he 
thought he loved. It did not work out 
between them, so two years later he 
went back to England to visit his family 
after which he came back to Canada in 
1924. In 1924, he was granted permis- 
sion to come to the United States. He 
came there for awoman who was sup- 
posed to be in Canada. He moved to 
Detroit, and once again he found love. 
He built a two-bedroom house for him 
and his wife. The two-bedroom house 
also had a living room, dining room, and 


the kitchen combined. Alex had two 
cars. One was anold Ford and the other 
one was what they called a Falcon. His 
wife became very sick and was in a 
wheelchair for a little while. He stayed 
away from England for 50 years, but 
after his wife died, he decided to go 
back. His wife died in 1974. Her name 
was lone Deihemmer. Now Alex Carr 
has one stepson who is about 76 years 
old right now. He also has one step- 
grandson andtwo step-granddaughters. 

Before being introduced to our el- 
der, Alex Carr, we had many ideas and 
feelings about senior citizens. We 
thought that they might smell. We were 
not afraid of going, but we were a little 
nervous. We also thoughtthatthey might 
be a little unstable, mentally. We were 
worried that they might fall asleep or 
start drooling during our interview. 

Upon meeting Alex, we found all 
our preconceived notions were untrue. 
Alex Carr is a nice man. He is a short 
Englishman. He is very informative and 
cooperative. He is very talkative and 
interested in teaching us about his past. 
He made it easy for us to ask questions. 
He seemed very interested in what we 
had to say. 

We would like to thank Alex Carr for 
all of his support. In order to do this 
project we needed someone to talk to, 
and he was an outstanding volunteer. 
He also needed someone to talk to and 
we hope we helped him out on that part.

"Social Security retirement benefits 
should not be taxed by any level of 
government," she continued. "We 
should consider giving tax credits on 
State income tax retums to those senior 
citizens who have paid Federal tax on 
those benefits until such time as the tax 
imposed by the Democrats and Repub- 
licans in Congress can be abolished.” 

Cislo also noted her belief that a// 
State revenues, regardless of their 


- source, should go into one general fund 


and then be spent according to estab- 
lished priorities. "This would force the 
politicians to not only set up priorities, 
but defend them to the public without all 
the confusion of 'special'funds and'dedi- 
cated’ tax revenues.” 

And the candidate stated categori- 
Cally that she opposes the use of any 
taxpayer money, at any level of govern- 
ment, to build sports stadia for the ben- 
efit of private sports businesses.

“| take a back seat to no one in my 
concern for the environment," Cislo 
maintained. "However, | am troubled by 
the loss of local control by city govern- 
ments over their own communities’ en- 
vironments, as evidenced by recentlaws 
where State and Federal law override 
(preempt) local authority. 

"A good example in the 22nd Dis- 
trict is the controversy over commercial 





hazardous-waste deep-injection wells. 
Recently, State Representative Greg 
Pitoniak (Democrat) and State Senator 
Loren Bennett (Republican) sponsored 
a bill to expand the State's regulatory 
Powers concerning such wells. | regret 
that they chose to consolidate the 
authority at the State level rather than 
work to return the control to the local 
communities.” 

Because the location of waste-dis- 
posal sites is a very controversial sub- 
ject, Cislo believes that, if the State is to 
have sole control over where such 
projects (including landfills, incinerators, 
and injection wells) are located, then 
they shouldbe restricted to State-owned 
land, away from populated areas. 
Abortion 

"| am pro-life because | believe that 
life begins at conception,” Cislo ex- 
plained. “However, | can understand 
how those who believe that life does not 
begin until the ‘fetus’ could survive out- 
side the womb would support abortion 
in the first and second trimester. | can- 
not understand how anyone could sup- 
port ‘partial birth’ abortions. This bar- 
baric practice must be outlawed. If this 
procedure were used on animals, the 
animal-rights lobbyists would be up in 
arms, and rightly so."
